BIRTHS 


The  corrected  birth  rate  is  obtainel  by  ranltiplying  the  crude  birth 
rate  (^8o2}  by  the  factor  of  1.03.  This  factor  is  provided  by  the  Registrar 
Gene^-al  and  enables  the  comparison  of  birth  rates  of  all  districts  regardless 
of  age  an  1 sex  distribution.  The  live  birth  rate  fo»*  Cleethorpes,  corrected 
in  this  way,  is  18.4  per  1,000  of  population.  This  is  above  the  live  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1966  which  is  17.7  per  1,000. 

The  birth  rate  has  shown  a steady  fall  since  the  peak  vea^-  of  1963. 
Nationally  there  has  been  a tendancy  for  a faill  in  the  birth  rate  since  late 
1964.

T’he  total  nnnihe»*  of  deaths  from  a^  1 causes  has  inc»*ea8ed  from  385  to  405 
to  give  a corrected  death  rate  of  12.3  per  thousand  population.  This  is  higher 
than  last  vea’"  and  is  well  above  the  national  figUT:e  of  ll.”^. 

Diseases  of  the  hea»'t-  and  ci»"Cuiatory  system  continue  to  be  the  main  cause 
of  death  accounting  for*  208  deaths  or  51,4^  of  the  total  deaths.  Coronary 
disease  is  much  the  most  important  single  cause  of  death. 

Cancer  in  all  its  fo^-ms  accounted  fo»'  70  deaths  o^”  18.8/c  of  the  total 
deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lung  is  the  most  important  cancer,  especially  in  males, 
causing  25  deaths. 

Deaths  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  hea^-t  and  circulatory  system 
account,  therfore,  for  over  70^  of  the  deaths  in  the  district.  These  are, 
to  a large  extent,  preventable  diseases,  overeating,  heavy  ciga’-ette  smoking 
and  lack  of  exercise  being  the  main  contribtita’-y  factors.

I have  the  honour  to  p»*esent  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  eniing  31  st 
December  1966. 

The  year  saw  an  important  re-o’-ganisation  of  the  work  of  the  Cl  eansing 
Department.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  which  were  to  be  cleared 
of  refuse  over  the  past  few  years  aid€*i  to  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse 
from  the  average  house  together  made  this  necessary.  Neither  of  these  trends 
is  likely  to  decrease  in  the  coming  years.  ’Vhilst  it  is  seldom  recognised 
as  S!ich,  in  my  opinion  the  disposal  of  the  waste  of  a civil  ised  society  is 
one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  a local  authority.  It  is  an  unpleasant 
iob,  and  the  public  debt  to  the  lustman  is  greater  than  the  very  small 
proportion  of  the  rate  demand  which  is  the  cost  of  the  service. 

I have  to  thank  all  the  staff  ot  the  Health  Department  for  their  support 
during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  D^^.  J.M.B.  Carr  and  the  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  confidence 
in  me.

iiEFUSE  COFLECTION 

The  quantity  of  refuse  collected  inr-ing  the  yea»*  was  ^ 0,748  tons.  In 
196^  i0,40‘i  tons  we^'e  collected.  There  was,  t’ns,  an  increase  of  283  tons 
representing  a 2.7/c  increase  on  the  total  for  196'^.  The  trend  of  previous 
vears  was  repeated. 

The  first  two  thirds  of  the  year  we^-e  very  difficult  from  the  point  of 
view  of  collection.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  mens'  hours  of  work 
were  reduced  to  forty  per  week.  During  the  previous  year  it  had  been  only 
with  the  greatest  lifficulty  that  we  had  succeeded  in  maintaining  a seven 
day  service.  The  weight  to  be  collected  has  been  greater  each  succeeding 
year.  The  volume  has  been  increasing  in  an  even  greater  p»*oportion.  It 
seems  that  everything  is  'packaged'  these  days  - and  all  of  this  bulky 
packaging  finds  its  way  into  the  dustbin.  The  number  of  houses  from  which 
collection  had  to  be  made  has  also  increased  — and  each  of  these  new  houses 
has  a long  'carry'  for  the  collector. 

That  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  to  cope  with  this  [irobl  em  had  not 
decreased  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  19'S3  when  there  were  9,190  houses 
and  7,183  tons  were  collected  the**e  were  35  men;  and  in  1965,  37  men  collected 
10,465  tons  from  11,054  houses  - a 20^  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  and 
a 40;«  increase  in  weight. 

The  reduction  in  the  hours  of  working  however,  inevitably  meant  a falling 
off  in  the  service.  The  Health  Committee  lecidei,  therefo»*e,  to  increase 
the  number  of  collecting  teams  to  five  by  recuiting  mo**e  men,  an!  placed 
a p»*ovi8ional  order  fo’-  a new  bulk  loading  collection  vehicle.  At  the  same 
time,  in  orde'"  to  imp’-ove  the  aupe**vision  of  the  mens  work,  a general  foreman 
was  appointed. 

The  introduction  of  this  measu»-e  in  September  has  an  immediate  an!  bene- 
ficial effect.  Although  we  can  expect  the-e  to  be  an  increase  of  some 
hund’-eds  in  the  number  of  honsea  in  the  near  futu»'e  it  shoul  1 be  some  year's 
befo’-e  it  is  again  necessa’“v  to  carr-y  out  such  a maio’*  *'e-oraganisation .

The  service  p»*ovided  fo»*  the  collection  of  bulky  items  of  *'efuse  such 
as  disusel  fti»'nitu’"e,  matt»*es8es  etc.,  was  continued  an  1 throughout  the 
yea’*  an  average  of  ten  such  collections  sas  made  each  week.  The  service 
helps  to  keep  the  town  - and  the  surrounding  countryside  - tily.  AM  that 
is  necessary  is  a telephone  call  to  the  Cleansing  Department  when  free  coll- 
ection can  be  arrangei.  This  loes  not  include  the  collection  of  garden 
refuse  and  rubble  ^ eft  after  building  alterations  although  this  can  be 
accepted  at  the  disposal  point  by  arrangement  with  the  Department.

The  accompaning  graphs  again  ’•epeat  the  patte»*n  of  p»"evions  year's. 

These  !emonst»-ate  a low  level  of  pollution  in  the  summer*  an!  a much  higher- 
one  lur-ing  the  col  1 months  of  the  yea*".  The  no*"th  end  of  the  town  is  a high 
density  r-esidential  a*"ea,  and  the  biir-ning  of  hitiiminons  coal  in  domestic  gr-ates 
dur*ing  the  winte*"  p»*oduces  a level  of  pollution  which  is  typical  of  such  an 
ar-ea.  The  station  at  the  Council  House  is  within  200  yards  of  the  sea  and 
the  exist®  ice  of  this  large  natural  'smokeless  zone'  so  nearby  naturally  affects 
the  readings.  This  is  probably  typical  of  most  of  the  south  end  of  the  town, 
which  in  any  event  is  not  so  densely  populated. 

That  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  position  is  shown  by  the  fall 
in  the  number  of  'High  Pollution  Hays'  (i.e.  days  when  pollution  is  over  500 
micrograrames  per  cu.  metre).  The-e  were  none  at  the  Health  Department  station 
in  1966  and  two  only  at  Bxrcroft  Street  on  6th  January  when  804,  and  1st 
February  when  653  were  recorded. 

r.ODENT  CONTicOL 

During  the  year  the  Council's  P.odent  Operative  has  treated  326  dwelling 
houses  and  41  other  premises  on  complaint  of  rodent  infestation,  or  as  a result 
of  inspection.  In  order  to  do  this  he  has  made  2,196  visits  an  1 revisits. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  106  visits  specifically  for  rats 
and  mice.  Treatment  was  made  in  all  cases  by  'Varfarin  poison  in  an  oatm«  ’ 
base.  There  were  no  indications  at  any  time  of  any  acquired  immunity  to 
'Varfarin  by  rodents. 

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out,  in  Mav  an!  October/Movember . At 
the  first  of  these  18  sewers  manholes  were  found  to  be  infested  and  at  the 
s econd,  1 7 .
